“Curbstone” Merchandising 


OSPITALS are frequently imposed upon by people who offer sur- 

gical instruments and other supplies of inferior quality and at 

greatly reduced prices. The merchandise which these people have 

for sale often consists of job lots purchased from different sources, which 

could in no possible manner pass approved specifications. Frequently they 

are seconds or of cheap foreign manufacture and the person selling them 

has no established business and is not connected with any reputable com- 

mercial firm. The purchase of this class of material, at whatever price, is 
false economy. 

The common practice of some of these “curbstone” merchants is to 
appear with samples in the staff rooms of hospitals, display what small 
line of merchandise they have, and solicit orders from members of the 
staffs, frequently without the knowledge or the permission of the hospital 
superintendent. Where these merchants secure their supplies no one 
knows, and their methods of doing business are usually open to serious 
criticism. 

Our hospitals should be very careful in permitting this practice to con- 
tinue. The reputable manufacturers and dealers in hospital instruments 
call regularly upon the hospitals and their long record of fair dealing and 
the quality of their merchandise, offered at fair prices, safeguard the insti- 
tutions from imposition. These firms have been conducting their business 
with the hospitals for many years. 

The ‘“‘curbstone” or “pocket”? merchant is here today and gone tomorrow. 
If he has made a sale and secured the money for his supplies and they 
should prove unsatisfactory, the purchaser has no recourse. He cannot 
offer good merchandise any cheaper than the reputable manufacturer or 
dealer. His practices closely resemble those of the bootlegger. He is 
usually furtive, secretive, and unreliable. Neither his practices nor his 
products will stand the light of investigation. He pursues his trade with- 
out respect for ethical business methods. 

There have been several instances reported where both the hospital and 
members of the staff have been victimized. The practice should be dis- 
couraged in every possible way. 





June Meeting of the Western Association 


The Western Hospital Association will hold its annual convention in 
Salt Lake City June 14, 15, and 16. This meeting will attract a large 
attendance from the Pacific Coast and Rocky Mountain states. The pro- 
gram to be featured is remarkable both for its value to hospital adminis- 
trators and because of the reputation of those who are participating in the 
sessions. 

The work of this association under the presidency of Dr. B. W. Black, 
director of the Alameda County Hospital, Oakland, California, has been 
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most successful. The meeting merits the active interest of western hospital 
people. 





National Hospital Day 


UDGING FROM the newspaper clippings, letters, and formal reports 

received, National Hospital Day was celebrated more extensively this 

year than in any previous year. The majority of the hospitals on 
the continent, from Alaska to Panama, arranged for the day’s observance. 
Radio broadcasts from local stations throughout the country were made by 
prominent hospital people in each community. The various luncheon clubs 
turned over their day to the hospitals, and some hospital administrator or 
prominent member of a board of trustees or staff told these organizations 
of the contribution hospitals were making to the community welfare. A 
great many hospitals selected May 12 for the commencement exercises for 
their training schools and combined this feature with the day’s observance. 

Other hospitals held reunions of their patients who had been admitted 
during the year. Others held open house. A number of institutions con- 
ceived the idea of bringing the school children to the hospital and showing 
them through the different departments, demonstrating to the pupils the 
work that is done in the laboratories and other interesting departments of 
the hospital. 

The executive secretary had the pleasure of visiting Touro Infirmary 
in New Orleans on the afternoon of National Hospital Day and wit- 
nessed one of the most delightful demonstrations in his recollection. This 
fine old institution, with its beautiful grounds, lent itself perfectly to the 
afternoon’s program. The hospital had invited a return of all the moth- 
ers with their babies who had been born in the hospital in the past twelve 
months. The beautiful, well shaded patio was given over entirely to the 
outdoor exercises. The white babies and their attendants formed on one 
side and the colored babies and their attendants on the other, and when 
they were all assembled the entire patio was filled with mothers and their 
little ones. Each was given a colored balloon and around a large fountain 
in the center a boys’ band from one of the city schools entertained the 
guests. The society women of New Orleans, members of the hospital 
staff and of the board of trustees, some of whom had served the institu- 
tion from its beginning, all entered into the spirit of the occasion and made 
the event a most impressive one. The arrangements were under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Basil C. MacLean, the superintendent of the institution. More 
than three hundred children born in the hospital during the year, of both 
races, were brought together. 

The growth of the National Hospital Day movement, more particu- 
larly in recent years, has been most significant and the benefits derived by 
our institutions through its observance have been emphasized in a closer 
relationship between the communities and their hospitals, and the contribu- 
tions which our institutions are making to the community welfare. 
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Eighth Annual Conference, Hospital Association 
of New York State 


HE UNPRECEDENTEDLY LARGE attendance and the lively discussion 

following the pertinent and interesting talks made the eighth annual 

conference of the Hospital Association of New York State the 
successful meeting it was. The conference was held May 5, 6, and 7, at the 
Hotel New Yorker in New York City. 

The address of welcome by Dr. John A. Hartwell, president of the 
New York Academy of Medicine, opened the conference, while the re- 
mainder of the morning was devoted to reports of the different committees, 
whose chairmen were called upon by Carl P. Wright, superintendent of the 
Syracuse General Hospital and president of the association. 

A discussion of all reports, with particular emphasis on that of the 
Special Committee on Identification of the Newborn, whose chairman is 
Ernest G. Mckay of the Arnot-Ogden Memorial Hospital, Elmira, closed 
the morning session. 

The afternoon session of the first day started with a round table dis- 
cussicn presided over by Elizabeth A. Greener, R.N., president of the 
New York State Nurses Association. This was followed by a paper on 
“Group Nursing” by Dr. Joseph Turner, director of the Mt. Sinai Hos- 
pital in New York City. Miss Claribel Wheeler, executive secretary of the 
National League of Nursing Education, opened the discussion of Dr. 
Turner’s paper. paper on “What Considerations Should Influence a 
Hospital to Close Its School of Nursing” was then read by Miss Marion 
Rottman, R.N., director of the division of nursing of the department of 
hospitals in New York City. The discussion of this topic was opened by 
Dr. E. M. Bluestone, director of the Montefiore Hospital in New York 
City. This was followed by a report of the Special Committee on Nursing, 
of which Dr. C. W. Munger is chairman. The Nominating Committee, 
of which Sheldon L. Butler, superintendent of the Long Island College 
Hospital, is chairman, reported its activities to the membership and brought 
the afternoon session to a close. 

A highly successful banquet, tendered by the Hospital Conference of the 
City of New York and the Hospital Council of Brooklyn, was held in the 
evening of the first day of the conference. 

On Friday a round table discussion, presided over by James U. Norris, 
superintendent of the Woman's Hospital, New York City, was first of the 
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interesting schedule of activities which took place the second day of the 
conference. Dr. Christopher G. Parnall, medical director of the Rochester 
General Hospital, spoke on “Recent Changes in the Economic Aspects of 
Hospital Management.” The discussion of this subject was opened by 
Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, who is commissioner of the department of health 
of the city of New York. Dr. Wynne advocated that hospitals be put on 
a business basis as soon as possible and that a method should be found 
that would provide adequate service at a price within the means of the 
average class of citizens, constituting about 80 per cent of the population. 
The second talk of the morning session, “How Far Retrenchment without 
Irreparable Damage” was given by E. H. Lewinski-Corwin, Ph.D., direc- 
tor of the Hospital Information Bureau in New York City. The last topic 
of discussion was presented by Dr. James P. Ruppe, who is assistant super- 
intendent of the New York Post-Graduate Medical School and Hospital. 
This was “Changing Trends in Out-Patient Department Work.” Dr. 
William F. Jacobs, medical superintendent of Bellevue Hospital in New 
York City, opened the discussion of Dr. Ruppe’s talk. 

A round table also opened the afternoon session. Dr. John G. Copeland, 
superintendent of the Albany Hospital, was chairman. ‘Some Legal As- 
pects of Hospital Administration” were presented by Joshua S. Chinitz, of 
the New York bar, who is preparing a manual of hospital laws for the 
information of the members of the association. Clarence E. Ford, assistant 
commissioner of the state department of social welfare, Albany, opened the 
discussion of Mr. Chinitz’ paper. ‘Methods Used in the Collection of De- 
layed Accounts” were discussed by George E. Gifford, manager of accounts 
receivable, Presbyterian Hospital in New York City. Paul Fesler, presi- 
dent of the American Hospital Association, extended the greetings of the 
national organization to the members, and outlined some problems of that 
organization, stressing particularly the need for codperation in helping bring 
about recognition, by the proper authorities, of the importance of the 
question of hospitalization of war veterans. John A. McNamara, execu- 
tive editor of Modern Hospital, Chicago, then spoke on “Public Relation- 
ships and Their Value.” Garth Cate, of the Brooklyn Daily Eagle, opened 
the discussion of that topic. 

At 4:00 p. mM. a general session was held for the purpose of the annual 
election of officers. Carl P. Wright, president, presided over this session. 
The election was preceded by a report of the Committee on Resolutions, 
which expressed its appreciation for the hospitality of Greater New York, 
and of the Hospital Conference of New York City and the Hospital Coun- 
cil of Brooklyn, and resolved that the association wishes to record its 
serious concern over the policy of providing free hospitalization for the 
veterans and their families in the care of illnesses and disabilities which 
have no connection with war service; and further, in view of the adequacy 
of existing hospital facilities, it protests against further duplication of 
such facilities and the enormous burden of taxation it will place on the

HE HOSPITAL associations of these three southern states met at the 

Jefferson Hotel, Richmond, on May 17, 18, and 19, bringing to- 

gether the hospital representatives in three states to the number 
of three hundred or more, and the program arranged by the three 
presidents, Dr. Knowlton T. Redfield (Virginia), Dr. Harold Glas- 
cock (North Carolina), and Mr. F. O. Bates (South Carolina), cov- 
ered the subjects that were of particular interest to the hospitals of 
this regional group. 

The Tuesday evening meeting was opened with Dr. Redfield, of 
Roanoke, presiding. The address of welcome was made by Dr. W. T. 
Sanger, president of the Medical College of Virginia, with response 
by Dr. Glascock, of Raleigh. The meeting was addressed by Presi- 
dent Paul H. Fesler, of the American Hospital Association, on ‘‘Car- 
ing for the Veteran in Civilian Hospitals.” Following Mr. Fesler’s 
address the meeting was converted into an open forum upon this 
subject. 

At the Wednesday morning session Mr. F. O. Bates, superintendent 
of Roper Hospital, Charleston, presided. The papers read and dis- 
cussed were: “Past, Present, and Future of Hospitals,’ Dr. Robert 
T. Ferguson, Charlotte, N. C.; “The Need of Adequate Facilities for 
the Care of the Psychiatric Patient in the General Hospital,” Dr. O. B. 
Chamberlain, visiting psychiatrist, Roper Hospital, Charleston; ‘Hospital 
Administration—Its Practical Application,’ Dr. C. S. Lentz, University 
of Virginia Hospital; “The Unemployment Problem in the Nursing Pro- 
fession,” Miss Marguerite Andell, superintendent of nurses, Medical Col- 
lege of South Carolina, Charleston; ‘The Hospital’s Mission to the Com- 
munity,’ Dr. Fred Hubbard, surgeon-in-chief, Wilkes Hospital, North 
Wilkesboro, N. C.; and “Problems of the Record Room Librarian,” Mrs. 
Sarah S. Matthews, University of Virginia Hospital. 

Dr. Harold Glascock presided over the Wednesday afternoon meeting, 
at which the following subjects were considered: “Hospitals and Scientific 
Purchasing,” Charles H. Dabbs, Tuomey Hospital, Sumter, S. C.; “The 
Cost of Adequately Supervised Student Nursing Service vs. Graduate 
Nursing Service,” Miss Charlotte Pfeiffer, third vice-president, Amer- 
ican Hospital Association, Richmond; ‘Can the Financial Burden Be 
Lifted from Your Hospital, and If So, How?” Dr. R. B. Davis, surgeon, 
Richardson Memorial Hospital, Greensboro, N. C.; “The Business of 
Servicing the Sick,” Dr. J. L. McElroy, superintendent, hospital division, 
Medical College of Virginia; and “The Place of Orthopedics in the Gen- 
eral Hospital,’ Dr. J. Warren White, chief surgeon, Shriners’ Hospital 
for Crippled Children, Greenville, S. C. 

On Wednesday evening the annual dinner was held at the Jefferson Ho- 
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tel, followed by dancing. The toastmaster was Dr. Paul V. Anderson, 
medical director, Westbrook Sanatorium, Richmond. Brief addresses 
were made by the three state presidents. 

On Thursday morning Dr. Knowlton T. Redfield presided over a ses- 
sion the program of which included these addresses: “Administrative 
Problems of the Smaller Hospitals,’ Dr. Frank Smith, medical director, 
George Ben Johnston Memorial Hospital, Abingdon, Va.; “Hospital 
Facilities for Negro Patients in the South,” Miss Nina D. Gage, director, 
school of nursing, Hampton Institute, Hampton, Va.; “Lightening the 
Burden of the Hospital’s Free Load,” Dr. James H. Wheeler, member of 
staff, Maria Parham Hospital, Henderson, N. C.; and “Dietetics in the 
Hospital,” Mrs. Mary de Garmo Bryan, ex-president, American Dietetic 
Association.

The Hospital Directory 


HE Midwest Publishing Company, which is preparing to publish a 

directory of hospitals of the United States and Canada, reports that 

this work is going forward very satisfactorily. The first two thou- 
sand report blanks were sent to the different hospitals about the 20th of 
May. More than seven hundred have already been returned and they are 
coming in at the rate of from sixty to seventy per day. This work is being 
compiled along the lines of Burdett’s Hospitals and Charities (London, 
Faber & Gwyer, Ltd.), and will contain about 1,250 pages.

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The Minnesota Hospital Association 


HE Minnesota state association held its annual conference at the St. 

aul Hotel, Monday and Tuesday, May 23 and 24. The registra- 

tion of 225 hospital representatives demonstrated the interest which 
the institutions take in their annual conferences. 

The morning session on May 23 opened with President F. G. Carter 
presiding. Dr. Carter’s presidential address will appear in one of the 
early issues of THE BuLtetin. The Hon. G. J. Bundlie, mayor of St. 
Paul, gave the address of welcome. The session was taken up with the 
reports of the various committees of the association. After these reports 
were presented, the session concluded with an address by Dr. Bert W. 
Caldwell. 

The afterncon meeting was featured by an address on “Hospital Engi- 
neering Problems” by Mr. Neil Adams, of the Franklin Power Station, 
Rochester, and a round table on hospital economics, conducted by Mr. J. J. 
Drummond, superintendent of Worrall Hospital, Rochester. This dis- 
cussion was particularly interesting and at one time or another during the 
two-hour session practically every hospital representative present partici- 
pated in the discussion of the questions presented from the floor. Mr. 
Drummend in his inimitable manner succeeded in developing a very active 
and general interest in this round table. 

The evening session on Monday was a joint session of the hospital asso- 
ciation and the Minnesota State Medical Association, which convened at 
St. Paul at the same time. At this meeting Mr. Paul Fesler, president of 
the American Hospital Association, presided, and the subject was “The 
Medical and Hospital Care of the Veteran.” The delegates filled the large 
auditorium to its capacity and were addressed by Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor 
of the Journal of the American Medical Association; Mr. Edward A. 
Fitzpatrick, dean of Marquette University; Mr. E. V. Cliff, member of 
the National Executive Committee of the American Legion; and Mr. 
F. R. Bigelow, hospital trustee. The Minnesota plan for the care of 
veterans and the American Hospital Association’s resolution were com- 
mended by the speakers, and the right of the veteran to be hospitalized 
under optimum conditions and in an institution of his selection near his 
home was emphasized.

At the Tuesday morning meeting an able paper on “The Nursing Situa- 


tion” was read by Mr. Joseph G. Norby, of Fairview Hospital, Minne- 
apolis. Mr. Norby, who is chairman of the committee of the American 
Hospital Association to study and report upon the work of the Committee 
on the Grading of Nursing Schools, has made an exhaustive study of this 
question and his presentation was closely followed. His analysis of nurs- 
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ing problems was particularly scund and the recommendations he made 
are worthy of very serious consideration. 

“Graduate Nursing Service vs. Student Nursing Service in the Small 
Hospital” was presented by Dr. A. F. Branton, of the Willmar Hospital 
and Clinic, and Dr. W. L. Burnap of the Wright Memorial Hospital, 
Fergus Falls. Following these addresses there was a general discussion. 
Mr. A. M. Calvin, chairman of the Legislative Committee of the American 
Hospital Association, discussed “Hospital Legislative Needs,” and the 
last paper of the morning was presented by Mr. Victor M. Anderson, 
superintendent of the Abbott Hospital, Minneapolis, on “Problems in the 
Hospitalization of Insurance Cases.” 

The luncheon address on Tuesday, on “The Hospital and the Cancer 
Problem,” was delivered by Dr. W. A. O’Brien, of the University of 
Minnesota. 

The afternoon session on Tuesday was given over to the dietetic depart- 
ment. The subject was “Elimination of Waste in the Dietetic Depart- 
ment” by Mr. W. M. Meyer, of the Meyer Brothers Food Control System, 
Chicago. Discussion was opened by Miss Rose Stone, dietitian of the 
State Sanatorium at Ah-Gwah-Ching, after which a general round table 
on dietetic problems was developed. The Resolutions Committee made its 
report and the officers for the incoming year were installed. The president 
is Mr. James McNee, superintendent of St. Luke’s, Duluth; vice-president, 
Dr. Charles Remy, superintendent, Minneapolis General Hospital; secre- 
tary-treasurer, Mr. A. M. Calvin, Midway and Mounds Park Hospitals, 
St. Paul. 





The Dedication of John Sealy Hospital’s New Unit

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The New Jersey Hospital Association Meets 


HE New Jersey Hospital Association met in its eighth annual con- 

vention at Atlantic City Friday and Saturday, May 13 and 14. On 

the same dates and at the same place the New Jersey Occupational 
Therapy Association held its fifth annual convention. The registration at 
these meetings was large, practically every hospital in the state sending its 
representatives. 

Under the presidency of Dr. George O'Hanlon, medical director of the 
Jersey City Hospital, a program had been arranged that was of large in- 
terest to the New Jersey hospitals. 

The morning of May 13 was given over to registration. At the after- 
noon session the address of welcome was delivered by the Hon. Harry 
Bacharach, mayor of Atlantic City, and the response by Dr. B. S. Pollak, 
medical director of the Hudson County Tuberculosis Sanatorium. The 
reports of various committees of the association and the report of the 
treasurer were presented and accepted. Dr. George O'Hanlon delivered 
his presidential address and the following subjects were presented for the 
consideration of the delegates: “United States Veterans Hospitals,” 
Thomas J. McEvoy, manager of the Veterans Administration, Lyons, New 
Jersey ; “On Certain Traditions in Hospitals,” Dr. E. M. Bluestone, direc- 
tor, Montefiore Hospital, New York City; “The Normal Diet,’ Angele 
C. Murray, dietitian, Newark City Hospital; and ‘“By-paths of Economy,” 
Jean Holden, Mountainside Hospital. 

The annual banquet was held at Haddon Hall, with President O’Han- 
lon as toastmaster. The speakers were Mr. Paul H. Fesler, president of 
the American Hospital Association, and the Hon. William J. Ellis, com- 
missioner of the state department of institutions and agencies. The sub- 
ject of Mr. Ellis’ address was “Cooperation of the State Department with 
the General Hospital.” The annual ball was held immediately after the 
banquet. 

On Saturday morning the delegates were entertained in a most delight- 
ful way as the guests of the Kimble Glass Company at its plant near 
Vineland. Buses were furnished by the company for the accommodation 
of the delegates and a trip was taken through this very interesting plant, 
where the manufacture of all kinds of glassware used in hospitals and 
other institutions was demonstrated. The association was the guest of the 
company at a luncheon. 


At the afternoon session on Saturday the report of the Neminating 
Committee was received and the Resolutions Committee presented its 
report. Officers for the coming year were elected and the session termi- 
nated with a symposium on “The Education of Nurses.” Miss Grace 
Watson, director of nursing education at the Medical Center, Jersey City, 
presented the subject from the viewpoint of the educational director. 
Other phases of the subject were discussed—the viewpoint of the director 
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of nurses, by Miss Eva Caddy of St. Barnabas Hospital, Newark, presi- 
dent of the state league of nursing education; the viewpoint of the hospi- 
tal superintendent, by James R. Mays, Elizabeth General Hospital; and 
the viewpoint of the doctor, by Dr. Paul Keller, medical director of the 
Newark Beth Israel Hospital. At the close of this session Mr. Guy Payne, 
superintendent of the Essex County Hospital, Cedar Grove, was in- 
stalled as president for the coming year. 

The growth in numbers as well as interest of the New Jersey associa- 
tion has been most gratifying. The work it is developing in the in- 
terest of the hospitals of New Jersey has attracted the attention of other 
state and regional associations. Working in close codperation with one 
another through its various committees, the hospitals of the state, through 
their state association, have accomplished much of benefit through 
the enactment of favorable legislation, the adoption of a uniform system 
of recording hospital statistics, and in securing a favorable interpretation 
of existing compensation and other laws. The meetings are invariably 
well attended and the programs of the sessions are always of great value. 





Hospital Service and Expense in New York City

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The Detroit Convention 


HE PLANS for the Detroit convention are taking shape rapidly. The 

program that is being arranged for has been designed particularly 

with the view of presenting to the delegates the things that are of 
greatest interest to our institutions. Arrangements are being made to con- 
duct six round table sessions under able leadership, at each session of which 
two outstanding subjects will be formally presented and following which 
the meetings will be thrown open to the delegates for the presentation of 
any other questions which they wish discussed. 

One or more seminars will be conducted during the meeting. Plans for 
them are in process of development at this time and further information 
will be given after the details have been decided upon. 

The sectional meetings for the most part will incorporate the reports of 
scme of the committees, all of which will be of great importance to the 
hospital field. One of the outstanding features of the convention will be 
the session of the Social Service Section under the leadership of Miss 
Frances Money of Minneapolis, and at this session the report of the Com- 
mittee on the White House Conference will be presented. The Nursing 
Section will be an afternoon instead of an evening session. This change 
was made in order that hospital administrators as well as nurses may par- 
ticipate without undue conflict with other meetings. The Administration 
Section and the Construction Section will receive the reports of their 
respective committees and some interesting papers will be presented at each 
of these sessions. The Tuberculosis Section is arranging its program to 
provide subjects of special interest affecting the care of tuberculosis pa- 
tients. The Small Hospital Section will be of more than usual interest 
this year and the Children’s Hospital Section will be given over entirely 
to the discussion of the hospitalization of children. The Dietetic Section 
will hold its meeting on Monday afternoon. On Monday evening, the 
President’s evening, the annual presidential address will be delivered. 

On Tuesday evening the Trustees’ Section will be addressed by Dr. S. S. 
Goldwater. Wednesday evening will be given over to the annual banquet 
and ball and the guest orator will be a man of international reputation who 
has long been associated with hospital and other public welfare work. 
The Thursday evening session will be a general session held in the audito- 
rium of the Book-Cadillac Hotel and will be devoted entirely to general 
economic problems. This session is intended to be one of the highlights of 
convention week and arrangements are being made to have speakers of 
national prominence present the subjects. 

At the round table and section sessions the papers will be limited to 
twenty minutes each. No more than four papers will appear on any pro- 
gram, the rest of the session being devoted to discussion of the subjects 
presented or other questions introduced from the floor. 

The commercial exhibit will be complete this year, as in former years. 
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The educational exhibits will contain some new features. One section will 
be under the direction of the Committee on Hospital Planning and Equip- 
ment and will contain equipment of special interest to small hospitals. 
Another section will be given over to the demonstration of supplies and 
equipment of interest to the small hospitals, which have been introduced 
during the past year. 

The convention hall lends itself ideally to the purposes of American 
Hospital Association conventions. Four halls have been arranged for, two 
ot which will seat 1,000 delegates and the other two 750. These are 
located on either side and at each end of the exhibits, with the educational 
exhibits between the two halls on either side of the commercial exhibit. 

The Detroit convention will be the largest in point of attendance in the 
history of the Association. It will bring together every hospital execu- 
tive who is interested in the progress of his institution and in the solution 
of the many economic problems that are confronting hospitals today. The 
hospital superintendent and his associates, the members of boards of trus- 
tees and of medical staffs, will derive greater benefits from the proceed- 
ings of the Detroit convention and the discussions that will take place there 
than from any other activity they have engaged in during the year. The 
whole program is being built with the idea of presenting a practical, sound 
program for the successful solution of existing hospital problems. 





The American Medical Association to Make a Study 
of Mental Hospitals 


A resolution adopted by the House of Delegates of the American Medical 
Association in June, 1930 instructed the Council on Medical Education 
and Hospitals to extend its study of general hospitals, which has been 
carried on for many years, to include hospitals for mental illness. The 
Council, realizing that this study requires some specialized knowledge, in- 
vited the advice and assistance of a Committee on Mental Health, which had 
heen appointed by the board of trustees of the association in response to 
another resolution of the house of delegates adopted at the same time. 

This committee, composed of Dr. H. Douglas Singer, Chicago, chair- 
man; Dr. F. G. Ebaugh, Denver; Dr. E. J. Emerick, Columbus, Ohio; 
Dr. J. Allen Jackson, Danville, Pennsylvania; and Dr. W. L. Treadway, 
Washington, D. C., after consultation with a group of psychiatrists attend- 
ing the Annual Congress on Medical Education, Medical Licensure, and 
Hospitals in February, 1931, advised that a fact-finding survey be made 
by questionnaire of all listed private and governmental institutions for the 
treatment of patients with mental illness. 

The questionnaire, after approval by the committee, was sent to 561 
institutions in October, 1931. With the approval of the chairman of the 
advisory committee, personal visits were also made to these institutions by 
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Dr. John M. Grimes, who was specially appointed for this work, and the 
other members of the council’s staff. These brief visits were made 
primarily to establish personal relations between the council and the officers 
in charge of the institutions, and secondarily to afford an opportunity for a 
bird’s eye view of the facilities provided in each institution for hospital 
service. The visitors are all physicians experienced in the inspection of 
hospitals, particularly as regards their suitability for the training of interns 
and residents. 

A report of the work done and the amount of material collected was pre- 
sented by Dr. Grimes at the Annual Congress on Medical Education, Medi- 
cal Licensure, and Hospitals in Chicago on February 16, 1932, and was 
printed in the Journal of the American Medical Association (98 :839, 
March 5). This report showed that returns at that time were already 75 
per cent complete. 

On the recommendation of the advisory committee, and with the assent 
of the council, the board of trustees of the American Medical Association 
has appropriated a sum of money to pay for the services of a competent 
psychiatrist to study the returns to the questionnaire and to summarize the 
results of previous surveys that have been made by various agencies so 
that they may be available for the use of the council in planning the next 
steps to be taken. The council has requested the committee to ‘nominate a 
psychiatrist to fill this position. Provision has also been made for the 
closest possible cooperation between the committee and the council. 

The general purpose that led to the institution of the study, of which 
the questionnaire and visits thus far made represent only a preliminary 
step, is to afford a national backing to hospital managers in their efforts 
to improve the standards of service in these hospitals and to render them 
available for the training of physicians in psychiatry, a field that is being 
increasingly recognized as an important one in the practice of medicine. 





The Rhode Island Hospital Training School for Nurses 
Celebrates Its Fiftieth Anniversary 


The Rhode Island Hospital training school commemorated its fiftieth 
anniversary by graduating a class of seventy-two. The exercises were 
held in the grove on the grounds of the hospital, on Wednesday, May 18. 
The address was delivered by Dr. Malcolm T. MacEachern, director of 
hospital activities of the College of Surgeons. The presentation of diplomas 
was made by Mr. Jesse H. Metcalf, president of the board of trustees. 

The successful development of this training school has been due in a 
very large measure to that dean of hospital administrators, Dr. John M.

The pro- 
gram includes addresses by Dr. E. H. L. Corwin, secretary-general of the 
International Hospital Association, the Right Honorable The Earl of 
Derby, Col. D. J. Mackintosh, medical superintendent of the Western In- 
firmary of Glasgow, on “Hospital Planning’; by Major R. H. Thornton, 
of Liverpool Maternity Hospital, and Dr. J. C. Matthews, of Liverpool 
Royal Infirmary, on “Hospital Service for Persons of Moderate Means” ; 
by Major Raphael Jackson, secretary, Queen Mary’s Hospital, Stratford, 
London, on “How to Maintain the Voluntary Hospitals under Modern 
Conditions”; and by Dr. W. H. Maxwell Telling, senior physician and 
chairman of the faculty of the General Infirmary at Leeds, on “The Place 
of the Almoner’s Department in Hospital Treatment.”

The friends of Dr. Frederic A. Washburn, who has been connected with 
the administration of Massachusetts General Hospital for more than a 
quarter of a century and its medical director since 1922, have presented to 
the hospital an oil portrait of Dr. Washburn. It is the work of the noted 
portrait artist, Mr. Edmund C. Tarbell, and is an excellent likeness. 
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Hospital Occupancy in Chicago 


HE Association headquarters had occasion to make a survey of the 

bed occupancy in Chicago and Cook County hospitals as of May 1 

of this vear. Each hospital in the city and county was telephoned 
with the request to give their bed capacities and the number of patients 
actually in the hospital on that day. All hospitals listed in the telephone 
directory were called and replies recorded. 

For the city of Chicago, including all hospitals, whether private, char- 
itable, or tax-supported, a total of 18,047 beds was reported, and a total 
of 10,123 adult patients and 516 babies in the city hospitals on that day. 
This included the County Hespital, with 3,300 beds and 2,461 patients ; 
the Tuberculosis Sanitarium with 1,200 beds and 1,189 patients; the 
Municipal Contagious Disease Hospital with 428 beds and 322 patients. 
The percentage of occupancy for the entire group was 56 plus per cent. 

Eliminating the tax-supported hospitals from the group it shows that 
the non-tax-supported hospitals have a bed capacity of 12,971 with a bed 
occupancy of 6,547, or 50.5 per cent. In the hospitals in Cook County 
and outside of Chicago there is a total of 3,683 beds with 2,609 patients. 
This includes the Edward Hines, Jr. Veterans’ Hospital with 1,766 beds 
and 1,650 patients—a bed occupancy of 70.9 per cent. Eliminating this 
hospital from this group we find a total of 1,917 beds with 959 patients, or 
an occupancy of 49.9 per cent for the non-tax-supported hospitals. 

Chicago and Cock County is probably typical of metropolitan centers 
throughout the United States, so far as bed occupancy is concerned, and 
the smaller cities and rural communities show about the same relative bed 
occupancy as the metropolitan centers. 





Mr. P. W. Behrens, a life member of the American Hospital 
Association and for fifteen years a prominent hospital superin- 
tendent, died at his home in Williamsport, Pennsylvania, on Mon- 
day, May 16. Mr. Behrens was for many years superintendent of 
the Toledo General Hospital and for the past several years had 
been superintendent of the Williamsport Hospital. His friends in 
the hospital field are legion. He was a constant attendant at the 
national conventions. The institutions with which he was con- 
nected are among the best ordered hospitals of the country. He 


was a quiet, lovable, and sincere friend and an efficient hospital 
executive. 
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The Eugene S. Gilmore Memorial Foundation 
HE EUGENE S. GILMORE Memorial Foundation has been created by 
the friends and associates of Mr. Gilmore to perpetuate the memory 
of a man who gave the greater part of his active life to hospital work. 

During the past twenty-five years he was the superintendent of Wesley 
Memorial Hospital. He was past president of the American Hospita! 
Association and its senior trustee. In spite of the many demands made on 
Mr. Gilmore’s time, he was a frequent contributor to the literature on sub- 
jects dealing with hospital management. 

The purpose of the Foundation is to create a fund, the income of which 
will be used in establishing scholarships for the graduates of Wesley 
Memorial Hospital school of nursing. The fund will also provide for a 
tablet or medallion which will occupy a suitable place in the present hos- 
pital, with provisions made for placing it in the new Wesley Memorial 
Hospital when that is completed. 

Subscriptions are being received by Dr. Mark T. Goldstine, the treasurer 
of the Foundation. 





New Medical Center at Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico 
N May 7, the Governor and Secretary of State of Nuevo Leon at 
Monterrey, the capital, signed contracts for the commencement of a 
complete new medical center in connection with the medical school. 

At present there is in the city of Monterrey a hospital of about 350 
beds, known as the Gonzalez Hospital, constructed about one hundred years 
ago. At the same place are concentrated the insane, tuberculosis, and com- 
municable disease units, all of which are antiquated and must be replaced 
by more modern accommodations. 

The plan now in formulation contemplates a new medical school, a gen- 
eral hospital of five hundred beds, a nurses’ home, a separate wing for 
tuberculosis, one for the insane, and another for communicable diseases. 
It is expected that the entire project will require about five vears to com- 
plete. The architect is Leopoldo F. Quijano; the engineer is Eduardo D. 
Belden, both of Monterrey ; the medical consultant selected is an American. 
Most of the technical equipment will be purchased in the United States. 

The Governor has appointed a special committee of the Monterrey 
branch of the Mexican Medical Association, headed by Dr. Francisco L. 
Rocha, to act in an advisory capacity to the consultant. 





Golf Tournament at the Detroit Meeting 
Arrangements are being made for the members attending who desire to 
play golf to have the privileges of the courses in and near Detroit. The 
annual tournament will be held, at which time the golf trophy presented 
by the Ontario Hospital Association at the Toronto meeting will be con- 
tested for. The award will be made on the regular golf handicap basis, 
and the contestants should bring their club handicaps with them. 
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Record Librarians Plan Annual Meeting 
LANS are being completed for the annual session of the Association 
of Record Librarians of North America, which will be held in De- 
troit, Michigan, the week of September 12, concurrently with the 
annual convention of the American Hospital Association. 

The Michigan chapter of the Association has charge of the arrangements 
for the convention and a comprehensive and instructive program is being 
planned. 

A large attendance is anticipated, as Detroit is quite centrally located, 
and may be reached from all directions by train, boat, bus, or plane. 

Headquarters for the association have been established at the Book- 
Cadillac Hotel and reservations are now being made. All who are inter- 
ested in hospital medical records are cordially invited to attend.

Pennsylvania 

Bethlehem.—St. Luke’s Hospital will begin the erection of a special unit 
to house several departments of the hospital and further extend its ob- 
stetrical facilities. These improvements have been made possible at this 
time by a very generous bequest of a sum of money sufficient to cover their 
cost. 
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Hospital Rubber Sheeting 


The Bureau of Standards, Department of Commerce, has mailed to the 


industry for acceptance a recommended commercial standard for hospital 


rubber sheeting. This standard was drafted by the American Hospital 
Association in cooperation with the Rubber Manufacturers Association 
and follows very closely the Federal specification for this commodity. 
Acceptances are being received from a large number of manufacturers, 
distributors, and important users, indicating a widespread interest in the 
project. 

The specification recommends a guarantee label certifying conformity 
to the specification and including the date of manufacture and manufac- 
turer’s name. 
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
